It is nearly six years since Jan-Ola Ostman and his two student helpers — Ralf Andtbacka 
and Pekka Kuusisto — brought out their index to the first ten volumes of Journal of Prag- 
matics (forthwith JoP), spanning the period 1977 through 1986. There was no established 
model or system to hand and thus, almost single-handedly, they had to develop a series of 
indices they felt would meet the practical requirements of the JoP readership, namely an 
indexing system which would give fast, user-friendly access to the main themes, topics, and 
personalities of the period in question. 

Indexing is no easy task at the best of times and even less so, perhaps, in the case of a jour- 
nal which purposely invites contributions from so many burgeoning domains of language and 
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language-related research: ‘The Journal welcomes authoritative, innovative pragmatic scholar- 
ship from all practice oriented linguistic standpoints. It provides a forum for pragmatic stud- 
ies in sociolinguistics, general linguistics, conversation analysis, discourse analysis, cogni- 
tive linguistics, computational linguistics, applied linguistics, and other areas of linguistic 
research [my italics]’. The editorial mission statement goes on to add that, in addition, the 
Journal ‘endeavors to narrow the distance between linguistics and such neighboring disci- 
plines as communication science [...], information science [...], and neuropsychology ...’. 

By general consent, pragmatics is a ‘young’ science which has grown out of several differ- 
ent traditions, each with its own particular directions of research — the ‘antisyntactic’, ‘social- 
critical’, ‘philosophical’, and ‘ethnomethodological’ (see Mey, 1998: 717). The vitality and 
attraction of the discipline owes as much to the diversity of its origins as it does to the breadth 
of its current fields of activity. It might be argued that the enterprise has sacrificed in focus 
what it has gained in repertoire. However true this may be, the preface to an index is hardly the 
place to air such arguments, yet Verschueren (JoP 31:7, 877-878) gives us pause for thought 
when he suggests that we “collectively distrust work that gets quoted too much, not really 
because the work itself would be suspect, but because it is predictable that only its superficial 
aspects will spread easily, thus misguiding subsequent research”. The broader the repertoire, 
the less tempting it is to settle on an established canon of texts and ideas. This alone would 
seem to militate against what Verschueren (op. cit.) warns as the further “bureaucratization of 
the ‘institute’ which pragmatics has already become”. Small wonder then that pragmatics, at 
least as practised within the pages of JoP, can be equated with the holistic study of language 
and its users. No wonder that it took Ostman and his team several years to elaborate an index 
format which would successfully capture the spirit of the Journal, yet document in a compre- 
hensive and accessible way the immense variety of subjects treated within its pages. 

Firstly, and for the record, I owe an obvious debt to Ostman et al.’s pioneering work which 
clearly informs the elaboration of the present indices to JoP, vols. 11-20. At the same time, I 
have benefited enormously from two comparatively recent surveys on language in general 
and pragmatics in particular: David Crystal’s Dictionary of linguistics and phonetics, 4th edi- 
tion, 1997, Oxford: Blackwell and Concise encyclopaedia of pragmatics, 1998, Oxford: Else- 
vier, edited by Jacob L. Mey. These have made the task of preparing the indices much easier 
than would have otherwise been the case and have, for the most part I hope, helped me avoid 
the numerous terminological pitfalls facing a relative novice venturing forth into the 
uncharted territory of volumes 11-20! 

If diversity is strength, pragmatics is in rude health, at least as attested by the 564 scholar- 
ly contributions — a some 16% increase in the previous total for the first ten volumes — which 
are the focus of the present indices. Statistics too evidence robust stamina and propensity 
for growth. The years 1987—1993 witnessed several important developments in the history of 
the Journal. Volume 13 (1989) brought with it a 25% increase in the total number of pages 
(800 to 1000 per volume): far from the politicians’ cries of ‘tighten your belts’, it was the lin- 
guists’ clamour ‘loosen your girths’! And this message, JoP and its supporters embraced with 
vigour. Two years later, in 1991, volumes 15 and 16 weighed in at just over 2 kg the pair 
which, to save mixing weights, measures and more metaphors, amounted to a further increase 
of 200 pages, bringing the yearly total to around 1200. This was an unwieldy figure per 
volume, so JoP went monthly (previously it had been published bi-monthly) starting with 
volume 15, resulting in two volumes per annum, each volume comprising 6 issues. JoP is 
one of the very few language journals anywhere to be published monthly. The benefits are 
not simply a matter of quantity or frequency. Monthly publication allows for a speedier 
exchange of ideas since the flow of articles (and, where appropriate, responses to them) is 
more easily maintained than when publication is only intermittent, bi-monthly or just quar- 
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terly. But, | have to remember this is the preface to an index, not a marketing statement for 
the publishers. 

Volumes 12 and 13 saw the introduction of two new categories of contribution: ‘book 
notices’ and ‘squibs’, respectively. It was intended that the former be short “reviews or com- 
ments of/on either current books or other publications, particularly in fields that do not belong 
to ‘core pragmatics’, or that address themselves to special problems in individual languages 
from a pragmatic point of view” (JoP 12:1, xiv). The latter category was intended as “a 
forum for the presentation of new, speculative, and potentially interesting ideas in brief form” 
consisting of a paragraph or running into several pages. Some would “treat important theo- 
retical issues; others [would] provide a humorous or ironic perspective” (JoP 13:2, 315). 
Such were the structural and qualitative changes marking the second 10-volume period in the 
Journal’s history. 


As Ostman et al. have remarked (/ndex volumes 1-10, 1), indices are not compiled to be read 
entry to entry, any more than a telephone directory is meant to be scoured from cover to 
cover. This they share in common with dictionaries and other reference works that are alpha- 
betically/thematically structured. Of course, the index — at least one which aims at being com- 
prehensive — should give the reader an ‘at-a-glance’ yet accurate impression of what is in 
store and aid rather than hinder selection for reading. 

It is true that, as with the first ten volumes, the subsequent set reveal an abundance of ter- 
minology. Terms are not always precisely defined, different terms are sometimes used to cap- 
ture similar concepts, and the choice of some terms seems to border on the capricious. Crystal 
(1997: v), citing Bolinger (Aspects of language, p. 554), draws attention to this problem and 
wonders how we are “to cope [...] with the apparently “endless flow of terminology” which 
Bolinger, among many others, laments”. Occasionally, contributors to JoP have seen fit to 
comment on the (mis)use of jargon. As one remarked in the conclusion to a review: “By and 
large, X’s book is rather disappointing. It is overfraught with new terminology, which proves 
occasionally useful, but, in general, does not lead to any interesting new insights”. However, 
if the indexer tried, in Ostman’s words (op. cit.), “to bring coherence into the field” this would 
not be welcomed by fellow practitioners. The temptation to do so is not always easy to resist. 
Charting the way through the myriad of terms has inevitably resulted in selection and consoli- 
dation but not, it is hoped, at the expense of accuracy or respect for authorial intent. 

Authorial intent is a delicate issue. Ostman et al. (1994: 2), in preparing their set of 
indices, said they “consciously tried to find a compromise between looking at articles from 
the present point of view, and from the point of view of the year when the contribution was 
written”. Thus papers claiming to deal with discourse analysis “were, in fact, dealing with 
what we would today call text linguistics, or ethnomethodology, or conversation analysis, 
etc.”’. The present index has been prepared in much the same spirit, but where there has been 
doubt, the article in question has been entered under two or more ‘similar’ headings. Hence, 
an article may be listed under ethnomethodology as well as conversation analysis depending 
on its precise thrust, reference to and use of actual language data, and the systematic appraisal 
it gives of how humans interact socially as well as linguistically. Distinctions between such 
categories cannot always be rigorously upheld: selection of one in preference to another, or 
the equivocal decision to adopt both is based on how I have understood what the author has 
wanted to say and how this might be viewed in terms of current practice. The six (or, in some 
cases more, in other cases less) headwords — keywords — used to profile articles in the index 
should make retrieval relatively straightforward and reliable. 

At the same time, some areas of terminology have gained in precision as pragmatics has 
consolidated its position during the period between the publication of the two sets of indices. 
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For instance, again referring to discourse analysis, Ostman et al. (op. cit.) noted that 
[t}owards the end of the first Journal of Pragmatics decade, a clearer differentiation creeps in, 
taking pains to specify the type of discourse analysis in question, e.g. critical discourse analy- 
sis’. Certainly, a great deal of research has been undertaken in the field of critical language 
studies and this is recognized in the present index by the inclusion of the headword critical 
discourse analysis. 

The index reflects and documents trends in pragmatics in the late eighties/early nineties 
and, together with its predecessor, provides a valuable backdrop to later works in the field, 
and not least the spate of textbooks and surveys published in more recent times, such as Geor- 
gia Green’s (1989) Pragmatics and natural language understanding, Diane Blakemore’s 
(1992) Understanding utterances, Jacob Mey’s (1993) Pragmatics and Jenny Thomas’ (1995) 
Meaning in interaction Jef Verschueren’s Understanding Pragmatics (1998) (see Ver- 
schueren, JoP 31:7, 872). But the index has more than historical value. It is a useful research 
tool and obviously makes the task of retrieving ‘old’ material that much easier. It might also 
encourage and assist non-specialists, undergraduate students in linguistics and communica- 
tion, for instance, to access unfamiliar topics where, before, the prospect of wading through 
piles of dusty tomes would have proved irresistibly discouraging. 

When the articles making up the second ten-volume set were written, pragmatics was fast 
becoming an established, if not altogether ‘respectable’ discipline, despite its many ‘pure- 
theory’ oriented detractors. The opposition between structural or theoretical approaches to 
language and those of a more practical or pragmatic orientation was, in many circles, no 
longer a major source of disquiet. The lack of contact and communication this had fostered 
between the opposing factions had come to be seen as both dangerous and undesirable. As 
Mey remarks (1998: 717): In the early 1990s the clamour for a ‘socially relevant’ science has 
largely been translated as a plea for an ecologically sound development of the sciences [...], 
and has resulted in a heightened awareness of the importance of the “human factors” in sci- 
ence, and in a critical stance toward ‘science for its own sake’. The significance of the 
‘human factors’ is immediately apparent from a quick glance at the current subject index: 
attitude, cognition, conversation analysis, critical discourse analysis, deixis, discourse analy- 
sis, ethnomethodology, gender, implicature, inference, interpersonal acts, involvement, 
modality, politeness, political language, sociolinguistics, sociology, speech act theory — all 
attest the centrality of the human condition and experience to a pragmatics-oriented account 
of language and language use. 

At the time of publication, the articles reflected contemporary thinking, many being at the 
forefront of research in their respective areas. If the article count is anything to go by, 
research in the domains of conversation analysis, speech interaction, cognitive pragmatics, 
deixis (especially pronominal anaphora), pragmatic particles (variously referred to as dis- 
course markers, modality markers) and relevance theory all achieved prominence, even 
allowing for quirks in indexing bias, which may give a slightly skewed picture. Mention too 
should be made of the central role the JoP series of Special issues has played — and contin- 
ues to play — in promoting particular topics. Whilst speech act theory retained a certain 
canonical status, it was superseded by research on cognition (much of this, of course, con- 
cerned relevance theory), gender and the not unrelated area of politeness. In fact, the special 
issue devoted to the latter topic has already attained something of ‘classic’ status in the lit- 
erature. 

English has continued to dominate the Journal as object of study and vehicle of expression 
(the latter for the reason that, to quote from ‘Instructions to authors’, it is the ‘preferred lan- 
guage of publication’). There was occasional criticism that contributors focusing on English 
data had too readily invested their findings with a claimed or implied universality, which did 
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not bear scrutiny. The tendency towards synecdoche, where the part, English, is taken to rep- 
resent the whole, language, did not pass unnoticed. 

Corpus linguistics, with its insistence on the use of naturally occurring language data, 
had started to make an impact in fields traditionally reliant on invented example and intro- 
spection. For instance, in his review of John R. Searle’s /ntentionality: An essay in the 
philosophy of mind. Cambridge: Cambridge University Press, 1983., A.V. Cicourel (JoP 
11: 5, p. 660) concluded that: “What Searle’s work lacks is a theoretical conception with 
realistic examples |my italics] [...]. What is missing in Searle’s formulation, therefore, is 
the negotiated aspects of Intentionality, Intentional content, and the search for and use 
of expressions by speakers over time as they seek to communicate and comprehend mean- 
ing by employing successive speech acts and nonverbal communication”. It will be inter- 
esting to see if such pleas for recourse to authentic data have been heeded in subsequent 
years. 


As before, the present volume consists of seven indices, which contain: details of Editors 
and editorial board members; a List of articles; an outline of Special issues; a Subject 
index; a Word index; an Author index and, finally, a Language index. 

The single, most important index is, of course, the Subject index. In contrast to the lexi- 
cographer whose choice of entries moulds and circumscribes the subject-matter, setting the 
scene for future exploration, the indexer of a compendium or journal must try and capture, as 
faithfully as possible, the intentions of others as they stand, through recourse to a few, select 
headwords — keywords — that may or may not figure in the original contribution. The indexer, 
in other words, is at the mercy of the material. It is not the role of an indexer to pre- or pro- 
scribe the use of particular terminology but to identify how the marriage between concept and 
label can be best captured, how a given contribution can be best characterized, so that the 
indexed article becomes accessible. Hence, not only is the indexer at the mercy of the mater- 
ial, but also in the service of its authors. 

Identifying key words and choosing appropriate terms or headwords has varied in diffi- 
culty from one article to another. In view of current JoP practice, each article has been 
indexed — wherever possible — for six subjects, that is one more subject than in the previous 
index. This figure remains arbitrary and has not been rigorously upheld: some contributions 
yield more, others less and, in some cases, contributions have been assigned only one or two 
subjects. As before, it may be that the reader finds no direct reference to the precise area of 
specialization he or she is seeking. You are therefore urged to search under a synonym for the 
‘missing’ headword. Articles have been profiled according to the topics they have as their 
main focus. This is not to say that other articles fail to touch on the subject(s) in question 
except that, when they do, this is done mostly in passing, where the topic is not central to the 
discussion in hand. 

The choice of certain headwords to subsume others — intercultural communication, for 
instance, instead of cross-cultural communication — may be open to criticism. I have tried to 
balance coverage with ease of access and to avoid otiose detail. This selective process has 
involved my interpretation of the facts and I readily accept that my decisions might not be to 
everyone’s liking. 

Few names of people appear, unless they are the subject of an article or critical/biograph- 
ical review. In the main, their presence is implied through reference to such topics as impli- 
cature, relevance, critical discourse and so on. 

The Word index lists those items or expressions which have featured as the main topic 
treated. In the period under review, a fair amount of research was conducted on interjections 
and particles, so prototypical instances of these are listed, as appropriate. 
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The Author index follows the ‘Ostman’ model and lists details of all contributors to JoP, 
in alphabetical order, according to the last name. It also includes the names of authors whose 
works have featured in reviews or attracted commentary. Alphabetizing some surnames, espe- 
cially those which include ‘van’ or ‘von’, for example, has sometimes been problematical. No 
disrespect is intended and my apologies to those who, to quote Ostman et al. (1994: 4) “may 
not find themselves where they expected”. 

The Language index contains reference to articles which have as their prime and empiri- 
cal focus the language or languages listed. Where a culture or nation, rather than a language, 
is the main topic, such as Australia, this is listed in the subject index. 

I would be happy, of course, to receive feedback and suggestions for improvements, which 
could be included in the index to volumes 21—30. 

I should like to thank the University of Southern Denmark (Odense) for granting me a 
research sabbatical to prepare the index and conduct other research. This enabled me to return 
to my former ‘stamping-ground’ in Transylvania where, once again, it was a privilege to be a 
guest of the Babes-Bolyai University, Cluj-Napoca, Romania. | owe them a very special 
thanks for their unwavering generosity and support. I would also like to thank my colleague 
Sharon Millar for removing some of the worst of ‘Leo’s bloomers’! 


So, at last, here is the index to volumes 11-20. At times, I felt like Nietzsche’s ‘worst reader’, 
plundering, (blundering?) my way through the fruits of others’ research, picking here, pluck- 
ing there, in my quest for the apposite headword. So, yes, I have taken ‘away a few things [I] 
can use’ but I hope not to have reviled the whole. I was going to end this preface by taking 
up the ‘baking’ metaphor with which it opens, but Jacob Mey called to mind a quotation by 
Samuel Johnson which better fits the bill. To (mis)cite it: “Indexes are like watches: the best 
cannot be expected to be quite true but the worst are better than none”.
